The  report  on  the  "Quiz  of  Two  Cities'1  was  made  hy  President  Eichorn  who  stated  that 
thirty-one  dollars  ($31.00)  in  cash  and  two  Bulova  watches  were  won.  A motion  was

A motion  was  made  hy  Mr.  Bauer  and  seconded  hy  Mr.  Poster  that  the  sum  of  five  dollar 
($5.00)  or  a gift  not  to  exceed  five  dollars  ($5.00)  he  given  to  Mr.  John  Pittman's- 
secretary  for  valuable  service  rendered  in  getting  out  the  club  notices,  the  making, 
of  special  lists  and  general  aid  to  the  secretary.

-The  Rochester  Numismatic  Association's  772nd  Regular  Meeting  was  held  on  September  3rd 
with  President  Prank  Eichorn  presiding.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:30  p.m.  and 
records  showed  that  eighteen  members  and  one  visitor  were  present.  The  correspondence 
that  had  accumulated  was  read  and  filed. 

A report  on  the  Monroe  County  Pair  Hobby  Displays,  in  which  the  Rochester  Numismatic 
Association  participated  as  a club,  was  made  by  Barney  Bloom.  He  announced  that  in 
competition  with  twelve  other  hobby  clubs  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  was  the 
winner  of  the  3r<i  prize.  The  award  was  a Cold  Ribbon  and  a money  prize  of  forty  dollars 
($4o).  Barney  Bloom  thanked  all  the  members  who  aided  him  in  installing  the  exhibit 
and  especially  those  who  helped  out  at  the  Fair  during  the  days  and  nights.  John  Pittman, 
who  acted  as  the  judge,  explained  the  method  of  judging  the  exhibits  and  gave  specific 

points  as  to  why  we  did  not  do  better  than  3rd  place. 

Amongst  individual  competitors,  Barney  Bloom  took  first  prize  with  his  exhibit  of  coins 
and  medals. portraying  bridges.  It  was  regularly  moved  and  seconded  and  passed  that  the 
$6  Fair  entry  fee  that  had  to  be  paid  come  from  the  $4o  prize.  A motion  was  made  by 

John  Pittman  seconded  by  Judson,  that  the  remaining  thirty-four  dollars  ($34)  be  placed 

in  the  special  fund  which  has  been  set  aside  to  purchase  material  to  advance  numismatics. 
These  purchases  are  to  include  books  and  coins  when  they  may  be  obtained  at  a reasonable 
figure.  President  Eichorn  appointed  a committee  consisting  of  A.  Pittinger,  Charles 
Foster,  and  John  Pittman  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  purchasing  books  for  the  library 

The  program  of  the  evening  was  given  by  George  Bauer  and  John  Pittman  and  consisted  of  a 
general  discussion  of  the  recent  A.N.A.  convention  that  was  held  in  Davenport,  Iowa. 
Following  the  convention  discussion,  an  auction  was  held.

The  773rd  meeting  of  the  R.N.A.  was  called  to  order  by  President  Prank  Eichorn 
at  8:30  p.m.  with  thirteen  members  and  two  visitors  present.  The  correspondence 
that  had  accumulated  since  the  last  meeting  was  read  and  filed. 

The  applications  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Thayer  and  her  son,  Samuel  G.  Thayer,  Jr.,  for 
membership  in  the  R.N.A.  were  received  and  referred  to  the  Membership  Committee. 

The  coming  joint  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  and  the  Buffalo 
Coin  Club  on  10/5/46  in  Batavia  was  discussed,  and  it  was  announced  that  the 
meeting  would  be  held  at  the  Palmer  Restaurant  on  Ellicott  Street  in  Batavia 
at  6:30  p.m.  A large  turnout  of  Rochester  and  Buffalo  Club  members  is  expected. 
The  program  will  include  a steak  dinner,  a coin  auction  and  displays  by  the 
members. 

President  Eichorn  instructed  the  Library  Committee,  composed  of  Arnold  Pittinger, 
Charles  Foster  and  John  Pittman,  to  make  a report  of  the  numismatic  literature 
that  should  be  added  to  our  present  library. 

The  program  of  the  evening  on  the  150th  Anniversary  of  the  U.S.  Dime  was 
by  Prank  Eichorn.  Eichorn's  interesting  discussion  of  the  dime  was  well 
ceived,  and  he  was  congratulated  on  his  presentation  of  the  subject.  In 
John  Pittman  also  made  a few  remarks  on  collecting  dimes  and  illustrated 
discussion  with  a representative  collection  of  U.S.  Ten-Cent  pieces  from 
to  the  present  time.

The  774th  meeting  of  the  R.N.A.  was  called  to  order’ by  President  Frank  Eichorn  at  8:30  p.m. 

■ with  seventeen  members  and  no  visitors  present.  The  correspondence  that  had  accumulated 
V since  the  last  meeting  was  read  and  filed. 

( Mrs.  Ruth  0.  Thayer  and  her  son,  Samuel  G.  Thayer,  Jr.,  were  unanimously  elected  to  member- 
ship in  the  R.N.A. 

All  members  present  were  reminded  of  the  meeting  of  the  R.N.A.  and  the  Buffalo  Coin  Club 
to  be  held  on  10/5/46  in  Batavia. 

President  Eichorn  stated  that  the  annual  banquet  for  the  R.N.A.  would  be  held  on  Saturday, 
January  4,  1947.  That  date  will  mark  the  Thirty-Fifth  Anniversary  of  the  R.N.A. 

An  article  on  the  proposed  elimination  of  silver  coinage  in  Britain  was  read.  According 
to  the  account  Great  Britain  intends  to  cease  minting  silver  coins  and  replace  those  now 
in  circulation  with  nickel  and  nickel  alloy  coins. 

The  Library  Purchases  Committee  composed  of  Arnold  Pittinger,  Charles  Foster  and  John  Pittman 
made  a report  on  a number  of  volumes  that  should  be  added  to  the  numismatic  literature  in  our 
present  library.  A motion  was  made  by  John  Pittman  and  seconded  by  Floyd  Newell  that  the 
secretary  contact  the  American  Numismatic  Association  and  see  if  it  is  possible  to  obtain  a 
complete  volume  of  "The  American  Journal  of  Numismatics". 

Floyd  Newell  announced  that  coins  for  the  club's  collection  have  been  recently  donated  by 
Frank  Eichorn,  Alphonse  Kolb,  George  Bauer  and  Floyd  Newell.  Those  donating  coins  we re 
thanked.  A committee  headed  by  Floyd  Newell  was  appointed  to  help  obtain  more  coins  for 
( the  club's  collection. 

Alphonse  Kolb,  the  club's  Medalist,  announced  that  bronze  and  silver  medals  of  the  past 
four  presidents  of  the  R.N.A.  are  ready  for  distribution.  Inasmuch  as  it  was  impossible 
to  get  bronze  and  silver  during  the  war  to  strike  these  medals,  it  was  agreed  to  wait  until 

after  the  war  was  over  and  have  all  five  years'  medals  made  at  one  time. 

Plans  were  started  for  the  1947  Hobby  Show  that  will  be  held  in  conjunction  with  the 
Rochester  and  Monroe  County  Fair.  Barney  Bloom  was  reappointed  chairman.  * 

The  program  of  the  evening  on  "Eighteenth  Century  English  Copper  Tokens"  was  given  by 
Barney  Bloom.  Bloom's  scholarly  paper  was  supplemented  by  fifty  plastic  slides  (shown  by 
Floyd  Newell)  of  copper  tokens  was  pointed  out  and  their  relationship  to  English  military, 

business,  and  political  events  was  brought  out  in  the  slides  that  were  shovrn.  A rising 

vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Barney  Bloom  for  the  excellent  manner  in  which  he  presented 
the  subject.

The  775th  meeting  of  the  R.N.A.  was  called  to  order  by  President  Prank 
lichorn  at  8:30  p.m.  with  seventeen  members  and  five  visitors  present. 

The  correspondence  that  had  accumulated  since  the  last  meeting  was  read 
and  filed. 

Dr.  Cady  reported  that  he  had  made  definite  arrangements  with  Seneca 
Hotel  to  have  the  Annual  Banquet  on  the  night  of  Saturday,  January  4,  1947. 

John  Pittman  made  a report  on  the  last  Hobby  Club  meeting. 

A report  was  made  by  Mr.  Meinhart  on  the  Special  Activity  Committee. 

A report  on  the  joint  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association 

and  the  Buffalo  Coin  Club  held  in  Batavia,  New  York,  on  October  5th  was  made. 

These  reports  wese  followed  by  Floyd  Newell's  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Curator  as  well  as  Alphonse  Kolb's  report  on  Medals. 

A motion  was  made  by  Floyd  Newell  and  seconded  by  Clark  Place  that  the 
club  forego  the  fifty  cents  extra  in  payment  of  the  medals  for  the 
servicemen.  This  motion  was  passed  unanimously. 

A motion  was  made  by  Floyd  Newell  and  seconded  by  Charles  Foster  that 
the  club  secure  two  specimans  each  of  the  Iowa  and  Booker  T.  Washington 
Commemorative  coins.  This  motion  was  also  passed  unanimously. 

A motion  was  made  by..  Floyd  Newell  and  seconded  by  Barney  Bloom  that 
A.  J.  Pittinger  and  J.  I.  McGowan  be  thanked  for  their  donation  of 
coins  to  the  club's  collection. 

It  was  reported  that  the  coin  display  was  no  longer  at  Sibley's. 

A treasurer's  report  was  made  and  it  was  stated  that  the  Hobby  Show  check 
had  finally  been  received. 

A motion  was  made  by  Foster  and  seconded  by  Bloom  that  one  hundred  sixty- 
two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($162.50)  be  paid  to  Alphonse  Kolb  for  the  bronze 
medals, (250  medals  at  65$  each.)  Mr.  Kolb  was  thanked  for  the  good  work  done 
on  the  medals. 

The  program  of  the  evening  on  U.S.  Buffalo  Five-Cent  Pieces  was  given  by 
S.  Clark  Place.  Place's  interesting  discussion  of  this  popular  series  was 
well,  received.  A vote  of  thanks  by  the  members  was  given  to  Place  for  his 
timely  discussion. 

After  the  regular  meeting,  an  auction  of  varied  material  was  held. 

Exhibits  were:  G.  J.  Bauer:  Silver  coin  of  Schlicht  1552  to  which  a 

silver  ring  dated  1652  had  been  attached. 

The  coin  was  found  on  a farm  nedr  Rochester, 
and  it  is  believed  possible  that  the  early 
Catholic  missionaries  had  given  it  to  some 
Indian  in  the  Seneca  Tribe.

The  776th  meeting  of  the  R.N.A.  was  called  to  order  by  President  Frank 
Eichorn  at  8:30  p.m.  with  twelve  members  and  two  visitors  present. 

The  correspondence  that  had  accumulated  since  the  last  meeting  was  . 

read  and  filed.  Amongst  the  correspondence  was  a letter  from 
Dr.  Arthur  C.  Parker,  a member  of  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association, 
who  now  resides  in  Naples,  New  York.  In  paying  his  dues  for  the  year, 
he  sent  coins  having  numismatic  value  and  suggested  that  they  be  sold 
in  the  club  auction  and  that  the  amount  over  and  above  the  face  value 
be  put  in  the  club's  treasury. 

Dr.  Parker  also  enclosed  a poem  entitled  "When  Dues  Are  Due".  The  secretary 
was  instructed  to  write  Dr.  Parker  thanking  hlmibr  the  coins  he  sent  in 
payment  for  his  dues  and  also  requested  permission  to  have  the  poem  published 
in  "The  Numismatist”.

The  application  of  Walter  R.  Shaver  for  membership  in  the  R.N.A.  was  voted  upon 
and  he  was  declared  a regularly  elected  member. 

Motions  were  made,  seconded  and  passed  to  pay  the  1947  renewal  subscription  to 
the  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine,  the  1947  Dues  to  the  American  Numismatic 
Society,  the  1947  Dues  to  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  and  the  Museum  bill. 

Reports  were  made  by  Messrs.  Pittinger,  Pittman,  Nev/ell  and  Cady  respecting  the 
Library,  the  Program,  the  Coin  Collection,  and  the  Thirty-Fifth  Anniversary  Banquet. 
Dr.  Cady  reported  that  there  was  a deficit  of  eleven  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents 
($11.65),  and  a motion  was  passed  that  the  deficit  be  paid  from  the  general  fund. 

S.C. Place  made  the  Annual  Treasury  Report  showing  a balance  of  $255*07* 

A motion  was  made  by  John  Pittman  and  seconded  by  Charles  Foster  that  the  report 
be  received  and  spread  in  full  on  the  minutes  of  the  meetings. 

A report  on  Coin  Week  Activities  was  made  by  Charles*  Foster,  and  all  were  urged 
to  get  exhibits  ready  for  this  coming  event. 

Edward  Meinhart  reported  on  the  formation  of  a Junior  Numismatic  Club  in  Rochester. 
This  junior  group,  under  the  auspices  of  the  R.N.A.,  has  been  organized  with  help 
and  publicity  from  the  local  radio  stations,  newspapers,  and  schools.  Five  of  the 
visitors  present  at  the  meeting  were  members  of  this  junior  group. 


It  was  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  of  the  Association  that  a complete  set 
of  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics  be  purchased,  and  that  the  Library  Committee 
be  empowered  to  carry  out  the  resolution.  A motion  was  made  by  Charles  Foster, 
seconded  by  John  Pittman  and  unanimously  carried  that  the  Association  purchase 
the  complete  set  at  the  quoted  price  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars 
($175*00)  plus  the  carrying  charge. 


It  was  pointed  out  that  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  dollars  ($156.00)  was  already 
available  in  our  special  fund.  This  consists  of  money  earned  on  Radio  Programs 
by  members  of  the  Association,  and  it  was  agreed  by  all  present  that  the  purchase 
of  numismatic  literature  with  this  money  was  highly  desirable. 

Arnold  Pittinger  made  available  to  the  members  and  visitors  present  the  Booker  T. 
Washington  Half  Dollars  at  the  commission  price.  It  was  also  announced  that  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  Booker  T.  Washington  coin  could  be  obtained  from  a local  bank 
at  one  dollar  ($1.00)  each. 

John  Pittman  announced  that  the  Iowa  Commemorative  Half  Dollars  were  still  available, 
and  gave  instructions  regarding  the  purchase  of  this  coin.

Arnold’s 
talk  was  both  informative  and  entertaining.  As  a supplement  to  the  discussion 
of  "Small  Cents",  a number  of  plastic  slides  were  projected  for  the  benefit 
of  the  members  so  that  they  could  see  such  interesting  points  as  the  different 
placement  of  mint  marks  on  the  Lincoln  cents  and  the  1922  cent  with  and  without 
the  D.  A vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  Arnold  for  his  excellent  work. 

Following  the  numismatic  portion  of  the  program,  a thirty-minute  discussion  of 
Wartime  Activities  Inside  Bulgaria  was  given  by  Beeser  Nikoloff,  a U.S.  citizen 
who  was  born  in  Bulgaria  and  who  remained  in  that  country  during  the  entire 
course  of  the  war.

Obverse:  The  figure  of  a woman  seated  by  a stand  on  which  is  a balance 
symbolizing  the  people  of  the  United  States  as  represented  by  the  Assay 
Commission,  weighing  coins  which  are  stacked  before  her;  in  her  left  hand 
she  holds  a scroll  upon  which  the  annual  report  will  he  made;  in  the  back- 
ground above  is  a shield  with  the  arms  of  the  Treasury  Department;  in  the 
left  field  is  a stack  of  bais  and  in  the  right  field  is  a modern  coining  press; 
around  the  border  are  the  names  of  the  four  principal  departments:  "Melt- 
ing, Coining.  Assaying  and  Engraving." 


Kovcrse:  A highly  stylized  wreath  completely  encircling  the  Inner  area 
of  the  medal.  Within  the  inner  border  of  the  wreath  in  a plain  field  is  the 
inscription:  "155th  Annual  Session."  Around  the  outer  border  Is  the  in- 
scription: "United  States  Assay  Commission  at  Philadelphia  Mint  1947." 
Bronze.  Size  5 0 mm.  The  member’s  name  is  engraved  on  the  edge. 

Mrs.  Nellie  Tayloe  Itoss,  Director  of  the  Mint,  posed  for  the  figure  of  the 
woman  on  the  medal. 

The  obverse  of  the  1947  Assay  Commission  Medal  was  done  by  J.  R.  Sln- 
nock,  Mint  Engraver  and  is  similar  to  the  reverse  of  the  regular  bronze  medal 
struck  for  the  present  Director  of  the  Mint.  Some  work  on  the  reverse, 
especially  the  stylized  wreath,  was  done  by  the  Acting  Mint  Engraver,  Gil- 
roy Roberts.

It  was 
announced  that  this  was  the  most  successful  coin  week  that  has  ever  been  held  in 
Rochester.  The  highlight  of  the  coin  week  was  the  day-long  coin  display,  coin 
appraisal  service  and  auction  held  in  the  Seneca  Hotel  as  an  Association  activity. 

(No  dealer  participated.)  Over  300  members  and  visitors  visited  our  display  and 
attended  the  auction  held  on  Saturday  night.  Poster  and  his  entire*  staff  were 
thanked  for  their  good  and  successful  work. 

Reports  on  the  activities  of  the  Junior  Numismatic  Association,  the,  Rochester 
Hobby  Council  and  the  R.N.A.  Coin  Collection  were  made  by  Messrs.  Meinhart,  Pittman, 
and  Newell. 

The  program  consisted  of  a showing  by  Ployd  Newell  of  a set  of  fifty  plastic  slides 
of  coins  of  Brazil  from  1700  to  date.  John  Pittman  made  comments  on  the  various 
types  of  coins  shown  and  discussed  some  of  the  points  of  Brazilian  history.
